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The  Central  Heartland  is  a  place  in  love  with  its  history.  And  it  should  be,  with 
local  legends  like  Abraham  Lincoln,  perfect  examples  of  Frank  Lloyd  Wright 
design  and  Amish  enclaves  where  kerosene  lamps  still  light  the  windows  at  night. 
Across  the  long,  still  stretch  of  prairie  and  farmland,  through  wooded  ravines 
and  scenic  riverways,  there  are  places  to  go,  well-cherished  old  homes  and 
shops  to  explore,  neighbors  to  talk  to  and  local  treats  to  sample. 

In  the  Central  Heartland,  you’ll  find  historic  towns,  major  university 
campuses  thriving  with  theater  and  art  shows  and  top-notch  museums  on  every 
scale — from  major  planetariums  to  small,  rare  collections  worth  heading 
off  the  beaten  path  for.  Of  course,  Lincoln  stories  and  sites  are  everywhere, 
and  we’ve  devoted  pages  to  the  many  landmark  sites  where  he  changed 
the  course  of  history.

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Galesburg’s  native  son  Carl  Sandburg  once  wrote,  “For  it  could  be  a  place  to  come  and 
remember  for  awhile.”  What  will  you  remember  from  your  travels  to  the  western  _ 
reaches  of  Illinois?  It  may  be  Sandburg’s  hometown  where  steam  trains  once 
whistled  through.  It  may  be  the  territory  along  the  Mississippi  River’s 
River  Road — a  place  the  Sac  and  Fox  Indians  once  called 
Oquawkiek,  or  yellow  banks,  because  of  its  sandy  shore,  or  Dickson 
Mounds  wdth  its  1 2,000  years  of  Native  American  life.  In  fact, 
Western  River  Country  lays  its  memories  out  for  you  to 

explore,  from  the  prairie’s  ancient  burial  mounds  to  the  blufT- _ _ 

edged  river  with  its  early  settlers’  homes  and  covered  bridges. 

There  are  places  to  xdsit  that  live  on  much  the  wav  thev  had  in 
the  mid- 1 9th  century,  complete  with  shops,  museums,  craft- 
makers  and  guides  in  period  dress.  Along  the  Great  River  Road 
is  the  landmark  Mormon  settlement  of  Nauvoo — one  of  the 
most  accurately  restored  historic  towns  in  the  nation.  Swedish 
settlers  also  found  freedom  and  utopia  here  for  a  time  in  the 
tiny  community  of  Bishop  Hill,  bringing  crafts  and  skills  from 
the  old  country. 


Of  course,  it  may  be  the  natural  beauty  of  the  area  you  remember 
most.  There  are  professional -level  golf  courses,  ski  runs  and  trails 
for  biking,  hiking  and  wildlife  viewing  to  be  found  everywhere, 
from  the  riverfront  cities  to  the  dense  woodlands  in  Western 
River  Country.

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The  history  of  Illinois  begins  here  in  the  south’s  rich  riverlands 
and  breathtaking  mountains.  In  fact,  this  area  is  a  magnet  for 
cultural  heritage.  The  world’s  most  sophisticated  prehistoric 
Indian  civilization  grew  to  stand  20,000  strong  and  built 
1 4-acre- wide  burial  mounds  rising  100  feet  into  the  skv  at 
Cahokia  Mounds.  Then  17th-century  French  colonists  settled 
at  Fort  Kaskaskia  and  Fort  de  Chartres  in  Prairie  du  Rocher, 
fighting  invaders  while  still  finding  time  to  enjoy  a  good  brandy. 
Marquette  and  Jolliet  wrote  that  they  saw  “nothing  like  this 
river”;  Lewis  and  Clark  canoed  these  same  rivers.  And  African- 
Americans  discovered  freedom  here  on  the  Underground 
Railroad.
